NULLIFY COUNTY AGENT LAW 


NEW LIGHT FRANCHISE ASKED 


Under Utility Laws of Indiana Com­ 


mission Must Approve Erection 


of a New Plant. 


When Act is Compiled with and Ag­ 
ent is Once Appointed Money 
Must Thereafter Be Provided.

Commercial Club today filed with the priation. 
State public service commission a 
petition asking its approval of a fran­ 
chise for a new electric light plant 
there. 
The commission set February 
7 as the date for a hearing on the 
petition. 
The hearing will probably 
be held in Seymour. 
The new com­ 
pany is composed entirely of Sey­ 
mour capital and it holds pledges of 
ninety per cent, of the Seymour busi­ 
ness men to use its service exclusively 
for the next five yetfrs.

nopoly . 
The citizens of Sey mou r are en­ 
titled to the fu ll protection offered 
by the pu blic u tility law, which was 
passed in the belief that it wou ld reg­ 
u late the practice of pu blic u tilities, 
and that no monopoly cou ld impose 
©n a commu nity that had enou gh 
energy to appear before the pu blic 
serv ice commission. 
Sey mou r has 
had the energy , bu t it has not got sat­ 
isfaction. 
Therefore, it proposes to 
trav el the old rou te.

His retu rn meant another 
tu rning point in my life, for when 
the Odeon decided to produ ce his 
Ru y Bia s, 1 was selected for the role 
of Qu een. 
“It was 
this 
role, 
Janu ary 26 , 
187 2, that 
rent 
asu nder 
the v eil 
which still made 
my 
fu tu re hazy , 
and 1 felt at last I was destined for 
celebrity 
especially 
after 
\ ictor 
Hu go fell on his k nees and k issed my 
hand and thank ed me. 
No role was 
ev er better adapted for my talents, 
for I possessed the gift of resigned 
and patient dignity , and my diction 
was clear. 
“Up to the time marriage was the 
only 
eccentricity I had 
not perpe 
trated, bu t in the spring of 188 2 I 
remedied this my marry ing a member 
of my own company , a Greek named 
Damala; or as he was k nown on the 
stage, Daria. 
I had been proceeding 
u p and 
down 
Eu rope 
play ing in 
France, Holland, Belgiu m, Denmark , 
Sweden, Norway , Ru ssia, Italy , Au s­ 
tria and Spain, with su ccess. 
“In the midst of this tou r, qu ite 
u nex pectedly in 
April, 1882, 
came 
the annou ncement of my marriage. 
To hav e the ceremony performed in 
London I trav eled from Naples and 
retu rned to Spain to resu me the tou r. 
The reason for my su dden marriage 
and the selection of London for the 
ceremony , was not only passing in­ 
fatu ation for 
Damala, 
bu t also a 
wish to propitiate English pu ritan- 
ism. 
A tou r of England and Scot­ 
land soon 
followed. 
My 
marriage 
was not a hu ge su ccess. 
It lasted 
not more than a y ear. That was my 
first and last ex perience with matri­ 
mony . 
“When I came to America for the 
first time I had an actress named 
Marie Colombier. 
This woman con­ 
ceiv ed a passionate 
hatred 
of me 
and on her retu rn 
to 
France pre­ 
pared, or had prepared, a thinly dis­ 
gu ised pseu do biography of me u n­ 
der the name 
of 
Les Nemoires de 
Sarah Bamu m. 
I 
believ e 
it was 
written by N. Pau l Bonnetain. 
“This pamphlet 
su bjected 
me to 
miscellaneou s ridicu le and abu se. 
It 
was false, I was fu riou s. 
I one day 
tu rned u p 
at 
Mmme. Colombier’s 
apartment armed with a horsewhip 
and proceeded to chase her abou t the 
place, beating her sou ndly with the 
whip. 
“It has been said that Oscar Wilde 
wrote Salome for me. 
He did not. 
He 
was a promising 
y ou ng play ­ 
wright at the time. I was in London 
and called u pon him. 
He read Sa­ 
lome for me. 
1 lik ed it and took it. 
The British gov ernment wou ld not 
allow me to produ ce it becau se it 
dealt with a religions su bject. 
So I 
took it to Paris and was getting it 
ready when Wilde was arrested.

Alberto Santos Dumont, the Brazil 
iau aeronaut, enlivened the proceed 
ings of the i'an-American scientific 
congress the other day by predicting 
that the aeroplane would be the in 
etrument by which the goal of interna 
tionalism would be achieved in the 
western hemisphere. 
The aeroplane would serve as a 
means of defense for coast patrol, 
would promote communication, aid in 
commercial interchange and overcome 
ex isting problems of time and space, in 
his opinion. 
“I believe that the aeroplane," he 
said, "will k nit the various states of 
the hemisphere into an integrally unit 
ed, co-operating and friendly combina 
tion, allied for their own well being in 
trade and commerce as well as for 
strength in times of possible war." 
In support of llie prophecy the Aero 
Club of America offered a $10,000 pan- 
American aviation trophy to be com 
peted for annually by representatives 
of the nations of the western beini 
sphere. 
"All European countries," said Mr. 
Santos-Duinont. "are old enemies. Here 
in the new world we should ail be 
friends. We should l» e able in ease of 
trouble to intimidate any Eurojx 'an 
power contemplating war against any 
one of us. not by guns—of which we 
have so few—but by the strength of 
our union. 
Would Annihilate Distance. 
"‘‘With time and distance annihilated 
the commercial relations so long de 
ferred will spontaneously develop. We 
shall have facilities for prompt com 
munication. 
We shall get into closet 
contact. 
We shall become stronger i:i 
the bonds of understanding and friend 
ship." 
In connection with the offer of the 
aviation trophy a letter from Alan R 
Hawley , [» resident of jhe Aero Club <>f 
America, to the Brazilian ambassador 
was made public, in which he say s: 
“ We believe with Mr. Santos-Dumont 
That these aeroplanes of today , which 
already mak e it possible to carry a 
dozen passengers and a ton of useful 
load at a speed of eighty -five miles an 
hour, can solve most difficult problems 
of transportation and that If applied 
for this purpose as well as for sport in 
and between ihe nations of the west 
ern hemisphere they will become one 
of the most effective factors in bring­ 
ing these nations into closer and most 
friendly alliance. 
"Dispatches from LurojK* mak e u.-> 
realize daily that \v‘; t oo air craft sire 
t h e deciding facior and the most 
el' 
fective we. pun against aabi..urines, ii 
the nation.-: of the western hemisphere 
had PU.HH> aeroplanes in use for sport 
lng and commercial purposes tiii> con 
tinent coui 1 lie well protected against 
unpleasa m cont ingeacies." 
Altitude Recard Urok en. 
Interesting details connected with 
the recent feat of Lieutenant Suuliley . 
U. S. N.t in break ing the altitude rec­ 
ord for passenger carry ing hy droaero­ 
planes have also been made public. 
Ex ceptionally bad atmospheric condi­ 
tions were encountered during the 
flight, and the wind at times blew at 
the velocity of seventy miles an hour. 
At an altitude of 3,500 feet the gusts 
were so severe that the machine was 
stalled several times and attack ed by 
downward gusts ‘‘suiflcient to mak e 
the aviator feel light in his seat.” 
"When Lieutenant Saufliey ,’’ the re­ 
port say s, "had about decided to mak e 
a 
landing 
the 
aeroplane 
suddenly 
emerged from the disturbed atmosphere 
into very smooth air. At an altitude of 
7 ,000 feet Lieutenant Saufliey main­ 
tained a position directly over the bat­ 
tleship North Carolina, which was 
ly ing at the dock at the aeronautic 
station, without changing his course 
for ten minutes while climbing at a 
rate of 200 feet a minute. 
"While still (limbing he began to go 
astern. It is estimated that he was in 
a steady wind of aoout seventy miles 
per hour. The temperature registered 
in the aeroplane was 20 F. and at the 
fly ing school beach 50 degrees. When 
the aeroplane returned to the beach 
after mak ing the altitude there was ice 
on the carbureter a q uarter of an inch 
thick ."

cities used. 
Murder is not only increasing at an 
alarming rate throughout the country , 
but statistics show that the predomi­ 
nating method in American murders is 
by firearms. 
A state of lawlessness and indiffer 
ence to human life is shown in Ten 
uesseo. South Carolina, Georgia. Lou 
isiana and Kentuck y . The seven prin 
cipal cities in these states have the 
unenviable record of leading the thirty 
American cities used as a registration 
area for the country .

ERE are some facts about the 
two great national political con­ 
ventions of 1910, which will 
meet to nominate candidates 
tor the presidency und vice presidency 
and to adopt platforms for the Demo 
cratic and Republican parties. 
The Republican convention will meet 
in Chicago on June 7 , its sessions to 
be held in the Coliseum, w'here both 
the Republicans and Progressive con 
ventious were held In 
1 91 2. The Colise 
um has made more political history 
than any other convention hall in the 
country . 
The Democratic convention will meet 
In St. Louis on June 
1 4 in the new 
convention hall, which is said to be 
the finest and most modern in the 
United States and wfliich has never y et 
housed a national convention. 
Both conventions will be uniq ue in 
this respect—for the first tim e in their 
histories each will show' a majority of 
delegates elected by direct primary 
vote. 
Twenty -two of the forty -eight 
states now have primary laws which 
eliminate the selection of delegates by 
the old sy stem of local and state con­ 
ventions. 


Republica n Deleg a tes Cut Do wn. 
The Republican convention of 1916 
will have 9 8 5 delegates as against 1,07 8 
in 1912. 
This reduction in the total 
has 
been 
accomplished 
by 
cutting 
dow'ii the representation of southern 
states, w’hich are habitually Demo­ 
cratic and whose votes in Republican 
conventions 
have 
been 
a 
freq uent 
cause of scandal and disruption. The 
reapportionment of the Republican con 
vention was decided upon by the na­ 
tional committee of that party In De 
eember. 1913, when it met in W ashing 
ton, after several conventions had at 
tempted (he same thing without result. 
The Democratic convention this y ear 
will consist of the same num ber of del 
egates as in 1912, the total being 1,088, 
no change in the apportionment having 
been made by the national committee. 
The Republican convention, adher­ 
ing to the majority rule, will req uire 
49 3 votes to nominate a candidate 
Hawaii, the Philippines and Porto Ri­ 
co will be represented, as in 1912. by 
ten delegates, but this y ear these dele 
gates will possess no votes. 
The Democratic convention wiii con 
tlnue to req uire a two-thirds vote to 
nominate a candidate, and therefore 
the nominees selected at St. Louis in 
19 10 m ust have at least 7 2G votes. 
Out of the total number of delegates 
in the Republican convention, w'hich is 
98 5, there wrill be 013 selected by di­ 
rect primaries in twenty -two states. 
This will leave 37 2 to be chosen by the 
old fashioned method. Thus It will be 
impossible for the national committee, 
which mak es up the temporary roll 
of the convention, to "steam roll" a 
majority of its own choosing, because 
the committee has already decided 
that it will place upon the temporary 
roll the names of all primary delegates 
who present certificates of election. 
More than 02 per cent of the nex t Re­ 
publican convention will be of direct 
primary selection. 


Demo cra ts Cho sen by Prima ries. 
In the Democratic convention 024 of 
the total number of delegates will be 
chosen by direct primary and 404 by 
the 
old 
convention 
method. 
This 
means that a little more than 57 per 
cent of the Democratic convention will j 
t» e composed of primary delegates. The } 
primary delegates will not constitute ; 
the two-thirds necessary to nominate. 
The states which will elect delegates 
to both conventions by direct primary j 
are as follows, the total num ber being 
twenty -two:

Six winners have been 
nominated in Chicago—two by Demo­ 
crats and four by the Republicans. 
St. Louis 1 
had but four conven­ 
tions since t:.e civil war, not count­ 
ing this y ear’s. 
The Democrats have 
nominated three losers there, while 
the Republicans nominated one win­ 
ner—Grant—in that city , in 187 2. 
Baltimore has had three conven­ 
tions—two Democratic and one Re­ 
publican, 
producing 
two 
winners. 
Philadelphia has had two and both 
turned out winning candidates. 
Cin­ 
cinnati has had two, both in the same 
y ear. 
New York , Kansas City , Den­ 
ver and Minneapolis have each had 
one convention within the last half 
century , Minneapolis being the only 
one to nominate a victorious tick et.

Unemploy ment and how to remedy it 
will be one of the subjects considered 
by congress at its present session. 
A probable outcome will be legisla­ 
tion giving the secretary of labor broad 
powers to deal with the q uestion. 
If 
he is given the [lowers it will, of 
course, be necessary to provide him 
with funds. 
Other plans have l» een suggested, in­ 
cluding the establishment of a bureau 
to deal with unemploy ment. The plan 
favored by Secretary of Labor Wilson 
is to clothe his department with au­ 
thority to tak e hold of unemploy ment 
and try to find 
jo b s for the unem 
ploy ed. 
Generally speak ing, the members of 
the house labor committee are favor­ 
able to legislation which will solve the 
unemploy ment problem or mak e a be 
ginning at its solution. 
But thero is 
much to learn about it, and that Is a 
reason why there is strong sentiment 
for giving the secretary of labor a good 
deal of latitude in order that he may 
evolve an organization whlgb 
w ill ac­ 
tually find men jobs.

Summaries carried to the end of 1915 
show that more than $150,000,000 has 
been spent for American foodstuffs, 
clothing and hospital supplies which 
have been forwarded to the war zone 
by relief agencies. 
Nearly all of these 
purchases have gone to the countries 
of the allies. 
Of 
the 
total 
approx imately 
two- 
thirds. or $100,000,000, was raised and 
spent in the latter part of 19 14, after 
the last week in August. 
In addition, relief for the Germanic 
side lias Lieen 
provided in money , 
which lia's been used in pay ment for 
supplies made in Germany and Aus­ 
tria. Individual donations in this coun­ 
try and elsewhere account for more 
than $40.000.000, and cash contribu­ 
tions for Germans and Jew s have ex ­ 
ceeded $25.000,000. 
Of $110.000.000 ex pended by the com­ 
mission for relief iu Belgium about 
$30,000.000 was given outright by per­ 
sons and societies in all ex cept the 
Germanic countries All of the $110.- 
000.000 was spent in this country . 
American cash donations for this work 
are estimated at within $13,000.000. 
John D. Rock efeller put $1,000.000 in­ 
dividually into Belgian relief. 


Aid Se nt Be lgium. 
The commission has sent to Belgium 
139 shiploads of supplies. The war re­ 
lief clearing house for France acts for 
1,300 organizations in this country . 
It 
has shipped since November. 19 14, 17 .- 
500 cases of supplies, containing 2.000.- 
000 articles. 
There are affiliated com­ 
mittees in France, Russia, Belgium and 
Italy , which act as distributing agen­ 
cies. 
The clearing house is forw ard­ 
ing agent for the American Red Cross 
and other agencies. 
Since October the National Allied Re­ 
lief committee has undertak en to mak e 
k nown the needs of sufferers in the 
allied countries. 
It has raised in cash 
over $110.000. 
The largest relief organization is tbe| 
American Red Cross, which has receiv-, 
ed more than $1.000.000. 
In one week 
the Red Cross shipped 400 tons of food-! 
stuffs for Servian relief and hospital! 
garm ents and supplies for the Ameri-j 
can Women’s W ar Relief hospital in 
South Devonshire. England.

This statem ent is made in the report 
of the foundation, which covers the 
work of only the last y ear, although a 
general resume is made of what has 
been accomplished since the formation 
of the body . 
Of the $100,320,07 9 .7 3 given to the 
foundation by John I>. Rock efeller, the

The report calls attention to the fact 
that the $100,320,07 9 .7 3 given by Mr.
